rue ion is the energy source of the sun. Magnetic fusion (also 
known ss controlled thermonuclear fusion) is the prooeea of 
combining together hydrogen nuclei to produce helium* with the 
release of energy. This requires raising the hydrogen to a wry 
high temperature (millions of degrees) and confining the. plasma 
with strong magnatic fields. The eeeentiel features of this 
process have been demonstrated circs lttl in several devices in 
verlous labors tor lee. 


Since the 1950e, eclentlets of severe! nations have been engaged 
in magnetic fusion energy research. Steady progress Mas been 
made toward understanding the underlying problems at magnetic 
fusion. 


Magnetic fusion energy offere the potential fee am lnexhauafc.lJb.1*. 
supply of energy in the mid-to-late twenty- first century , but 
there ere many unanswered questions that need to be solved and 
economic problems which must be overcome before practical and 
commercial use of fusion la realised. 


The United States, the Soviet Onion, Western Europe, and Gapem 
all have fusion energy research programs, and there is a 
eubetantiel amount of cooperation between them* For example, 
C.S. end Soviet scientists regularly visit each other's 
laboratories, and both aides have bene fitted from these 
exchanges. 


President Reagan end General Secretary Gorbachev today advocated 
tha widaat practical development of International cooperation in 
obtaining this source of energy which la essentially 
inexhaustible for ths benefit of ell mankind. 


The United States and the Soviet Union ere consulting with other 
countries with resources end expertise to contribute ta this 
research effort. 


Regarding the transfer of technology, the basic knowledge of 
fusion devicea is well understood by scisntista ol many nations, 
and advancad devicea have been designed end operated by several 
nations, including the Soviet Union. u.S. end allied 
participation in this project will, ee always, be governed by 
strict adharanca to existing CQCOK guidelines to peeveot tha 
transfer of sensitive technology with military potential.
